Obituary 


Bliss 0. Bignall 

Services were held on Thursday, 
April 12, 1990 at Williamette Na- 
‚tional Cemetery in Portland at 
‚12:30 P.M. 

Bliss Olin Bignall was born on 
October 12, 1893 in Alma, Kansas. 
He was raised in Kansas and also 
received his elementary and high 
school education. After graduating 
from high school, he began teach- 
ing school in Kansas and taught for 
two years. In 1912 he attended the 
University of Kansas, where he re- 
ceived his pharmacy education. On 
May 31, 1917, Bliss entered the 
U.S. Army and was honorably dis- 
charged on August 1, 1919. 

Moving to Ucon, ID, he owned 
and operated the local drug store. He 
was united in marriage to Reva 
Yeates in 1922 in Salt Lake City, 
Utah. Living in several cities in 
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Idaho, they made their home in 
Heber City, where they owned 
Bliss' Pharmacy for over 20 years. 
He served in the Boy. Scouts of 
America in many capacities includ- 
ing Troop committee chairman, 
District chairman and as Scouting 
Commissioner for Wasatch 
County. He was always involved in 
civic and community affairs every- 
where he lived. Mr. Bignall began 
traveling extensively, attending 
many different universities in the 
Elder Hostel Programs, where he 
continued his education. 

At the age of 80 years, he retired 
as a pharmacist and moved to New- 
berg, OR, where he made his home 
and attended George Fox College, 
where he received a degree in His- 
tory and Religious Studies. He 
lived in Newberg for four years 
prior to moving to Gresham, where 
he made his permanent home. Mr. 
Bignall enjoyed reading, traveling 
and furthering his education as a 
pharmacist. He was a previous 
member of the Shriner, The Ma- 
sonic Lodge as a 32nd degree Ma- 
son, Scottish Rights, American 
Legion, Veteran's of Foreign War, 
and the WWI Veteran's Organiza- 
tion. Bliss died at the Portland OR 
Medical Center on April 7, 1990 at 
the age of 96 years. 

Surviving are his children: Olin 
Bignall, of Sandy, OR; Bliss Big- 
nall Jr., Coeur d'Alene, ID; Rosalie 
Ferguson, Ridgecrest, CA; Monica 
Kohler, Midway; and Frederick 
Bignall, Bettendorff, lowa; sister: 
Alice Reiber of Satellite, Beach, 
FL; 19 grandchildren and 12 great 
grandchildren.

ALERT TO 
FORM W-2 FILERS 


If you fail to follow the require- 
ments stated below, you may be 
subject to a penalty. 


You are required to send 1988 Forms W-2, Wage 
and Tax Statement, to the Social Security Ad- 
ministration by February 28, 1989, unless you 
have received an extension of time to file. Other- 
wise, you may be charged a late filing penalty of 
$50 for each form that is late, up to a maximum 
of $100,000 in a calendar year. 

In addition, if you will file 250 or more 1988 
Forms W-2, you are required to file Copy A on 
magnetic media unless you have been granted 
an undue hardship waiver by the IRS. Payers 
who do not comply with the magnetic media re- 
quirements and who are not granted a waiver 
may be charged a penalty of $50 for each copy 
not filed, up to a maximum of $100,000 in a cal- 
endar year. Note: Payers who file on magnetic 
media must not send the same data to the So- 
cial Security Administration on paper Forms 
W-2. This will result in duplicate filing and 
possible penalty notification from the IRS. 

If you believe that filing on magnetic media 
would cause you undue hardship and you want 
to request that the magnetic media filing require- 
ments be waived, you should file Form 8508, 
Request for Waiver From Filing Information Re- 
turns on Magnetic Media, with the IRS National 
Computer Center whose address appears at the 
end of this notice. This form is due at least 90 
days before the due date of the return. 

If you want to request an extension of time to 
file on either magnetic media or on paper forms, 
send a letter to the IRS National Computer Cen- 
ter. Include in the letter your name and address, 
taxpayer identification number, calendar year for 
which you are requesting an extension, phone 
number, type and volume of returns, your rea- 
sons for the delay, and whether the extension is 
required for filing paper forms or magnetic 
media.
